PRIVATE AND PUBLIC WAGES 


One of th e 
principal 
differences 
between 
private and public wages is th at th e private 
employ er does not care h ow large th e daily 
wage of th e employe 'is provided h is unit cost 
or h is piece-work cost is as low as h e can get 
th e job done for by any oth er employ e. 
In 
fact h e is rath er deligh ted to see th e weekly or 
h ourly wage h igh rath er th an low. 
W ith th e government, h owever, it is q uite 
anoth er problem. 
Th ey insist th at th e weekly 
wage be not too h igh and not too low. 
Th ey 
will be criticized in eith er event. 
Th ey are 
interested in th e h ourly or weekly wage rath er 
th an th e piece-cost. 
Th is is th e param ount rea­ 
son wh y th e government can never compete 
with private competition. 
Th e public now is criticizing private employ ­ 
ers if th eir h ourly wage is too low. 
It is 
largely for th is reason th at th e slow and in­ 
efficient cannot get jobs because if th e employ er 
pay s th em at th e same rate per piece as h e pay s 
th e efficient worker, th eir wages would h e so 
low th at th e employ er would be condemned as 
a sweat-sh op operator. 
If wages cannot be paid on piece basis and 
if th e people believe in minimum wages, th ere 
is bound to be private unem ploy ment and th e 
unemploy ed will be supported by th e govern­ 
ment eith er as a dole or by made work at th e 
expense of all th e productive workers.

In h is speech h e said, “ Taxes are paid in th e 
sweat of every man wh o labors; if excessive, 
th ey are reflected in idle factories, tax-sold 
farm s, and. h ence, in h ordes of th e h ungry 
tram ping th e streets seeking jobs in vain. 
“O ur workers may never sec a tax bill, but 
th ey pay in deductions from wages, in increased 
cost of wh at th ey buy and in broad cessation 1 
of em ploy ment.” 
t 
Th e above principles are in accord with th ose 
of every student of economics and h istory down j 
th rough th e ages. Th ey are concise and a mas- 


j terpiece on one of th e most im portant subjects 
th at h as ever faced society . Th is statement was 
made by Roosevelt, th e statesm an. 
Now we eotne to Roosevelt, th e mountebank, 
in h is speech at W orcester, Mass., defending h is 
! tax policies. 
It is an entirely different man from th e one 
talking in 19 32. In it h e tries to make th e 
worker believe th at th e taxes are going to be 
j paid by th e I per cent wh o h ave incomes above I 
S26.000 a y ear. 
In th is address h e say s, “ Taxes are h igh er; 
for th ose wh o can afford to pav h igh taxes; 
th ey are lower for th ose wh o can afford to 
pay less.'' Note h e does not say “ income taxes’’ 
! h e say s “taxes.” 
Th ese two statem ents of 19 32 and ’36 cannot 
both be true. W e do not believe th at Roosevelt 
believes th is last statem ent made in 
M assa­ 
ch usetts. W e believe th at Roosevelt is a plain 
mountebank in th is statem ent. W e do not believe 
h e h as ch anged h is opinions but th at h e desires 
I so strongly to l>e re-elected th at h e will stoop 
to almost any tactics in order to get votes. H e 
well knows th at among th e unth inking people 
it is popular to lead th em to believe th at h e is : 
going to take th is wealth from th e rich . 
If th is were possible, it would be grand— to 
take th e cost of governm ent from th e rich and 
not h urt th e poor. If we eat th e seed corn, we | 
certainly can live better wh ile we are eating j 
it th an we can if we deprive 
ourselves and 
plant it to insure a supply for th e succeeding 
y ears.
